The Adams Electric Cooperative, 
Inc., of Gettysburg, began its sixth 
year of service to rural folk of four 
coimties today.

Tile jack in the luggage compart­ 
ment isn t much help when you 
have to pay a fine for speeding. 
Go easy when adding fluid to fhe 
shock absorbers. Too often the ten­ 
dency is to call a halt and think 
the Job Ls through when the fluid 
backs up. Allow time for air bubbles 
to work out. Pour fluid in slowly 
and in a thin stream. It is not 
necessary to disconnect the shock 
absorber arms. Check the packing 
glands, and make sure the filler 
plug Is tight. 
This Business of Dust 
Some of the difficulty you may be 
having with the brakes could be due 
to an excessive amount of dust in 
the drums. Cases have been found 
j where the dust piled up against the 
lining in sufficient quantity to pro­ 
duce a high spot. 
Dust comes about normally, due 
to the abrasive action between the 
brake lining and the drum. In ad­ 
dition. there is actual dirt In dust 
form which gets Into the drums. So 
every 5.000 miles or so remove the 
wheels and drums, and brush out 
the dust. A little dust is an advant­ 
age. whereas too much of It will in­ 
terfere with brake action. Best way 
to meet this difficulty is to clean 
out the drums before dust becomes 
exceasive. This will more than off­ 
set the slight disadvantages which 
you may note when the drums are 
too clear. 
This Is the time of year when too 
many car owners will Imagine they 
are going through a real ritual 
when they drain off the cooling sys­ 
tem by opening a tiny petcock at J 
the base of the radiator. They may 
even drag out the garden hose and 
approvingly 
run water 
into 
the 
radiator top while it trickles out the 
drain. Actually, of course, they are , 
accomplishing very little. TY) allow 
proper exit for scale It Is necessary 
to remove tile lower radiator hose. I 
and even this does not take care of 
the scale in the engine block. Nor 
does any of this check Into the 
question as to the rate of water 
circulation. Rust and scale cut down 
circulation drastically, and thus are 
a basic cause of overheating. Rate 
of circulation can be determined by 
a machine test, but a seasoned 
mechanic usually can tell this by 
looking into the radiator top as the 
engine runs. He won’t be satisfied 
lf the water passes down through 
the core quickly. W hat he also wants 
to knew is whether enough water Is 
reaching the top of the radiator In 
proportion to car speed. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"These days the generator on 
your car has to deliver such high 
output to take care of the current 
load it Is Important to check the 


brashes every 5.000 miles. If they 
become oil soaked or badly worn 
they may encourage the armature 
or the field coll to burn out. 
"I have 
just repaired a three 
brush generator which continued to 
work even though the main brush 
which carries current, from the unit 
was worn out. Since the owner did 
not check it in lime the generator j 
got into a condition where it was 
overloaded.

T hat caused 
the commutator to become oily and 
the brushes to blacken it because 
of the carbon dust.”
